Hunter’s Pornt, L. I., April 25.—As soon 
as Justice Brown took his seat in court this 
morning, ex-Judge Busteed, of Ruggs’s coun- 
sel, made a motion that the case be reopened 
in order to allow the defendant to be put on 
the siand to testify in his own behalf. Dis- 
trict Attorney Fieming opposed the 
motion on the ground the de- 
fense closed the case last 
night and had an early adjournment to aliow 
c uosellor qaarles to prepare for samming up 
this morning. Jadge Brown, in granting the 
motion, commented in severe terms on the 
action of the counsel for the defense, and 
said it was only granted because the man was 
on trial for his life.

since his trial that they swore falsely. He 
was placed im jail here and closely watched 
both day anAnight.

A ®harp Kattle of Musk-+try Betweea ths Whites and 
the Nays] ees 

Denver, April 25.—Johnson, who was 
present at ibe recent battle between the 
Navejves and the whites, at Mitchell's place 
on the lower San Juaneticrm, in southern 
Colorado, arrived at Durango to-day. John- 
son says: William Grove, Victor Neff and I 
arrived at Mitchell's stcre oa the evening of 
the 15th. A party of ad: z2n Navajo Indians 
come to the store and one of them drewa 
gan on Edward Mitchell. While the quarrel 
was in progress, another Navajo named Rye 
Lily, commenced removing the buckskin 
cover from his rifle and the other Indians 
ran for their guns, which were standing 
against the store. 

THE FIRING COMMENCED. 

Both Indians and whites began firing. 
After about twenty-five shots had been ex. 
changed, the Indians retired across the river, 
leaving one dead on the ground. None 
of the whites were hurt. The whites then 
proceeded to throw up fortifications, The 
women showed great nerve, carrying tubs of 
water in the case of a seige. Johnson then 
stasted for Fort Lewis. fhe commanding 
officer immediately started a squai of 
mounted cavalry to the relief of the 
Mitchells, 

ALL THE WHITES XILLED, 

When they reached WCowen’s Ferry a 
Navejo came in and reported that the Utes 
had kuled all the whites at Mitchell’s pluses.

NEW ORLEANS AND H&R LEVEES. 

We alluded the other day to the comments 
of the New Orleans Picayune on some remarks 
of Tue ConsTITUTION concerning the nature 

and extent of the demands made upon the 
pocke:s of the people of the country for 
money to strengthen the levees along the 
Mississippi river. We endeavored to point 
out that, as all the plans yet suggested for the 
coriro! of the annual floods in the river are 
experimental, the extent of ihe appropria- 
tions necessary to confine the Mississippi 
within its banks and restore the overflowed 
districts must necessarily be unlimited. It 
is only a question of time when the amount 
of money contributed by the tax-payers to 
this purpose will equal a hundred thousand 
dollars for every acre of land overflowed or 
in danger of overtlow. 

There is no doubt that the interests of the 
Mississippi are very important, but are they 
important enough to become a perpetual bur- 
den on the tax-payers of the country? Is 
the dam*ge occasioned by the annual overs 
flows as large as the appropriations necessary 
to prevent it? Would it not be better forthe 
peop'e, acting through their representatives 
in congress, to purchase the lands at, their 
real value and abandon them, thus relieving 
the country of ihe annual burden of taxa- 
tion hecersary to meet the expectations of 
those who insist that the government sball 
control the river? In our opinion, this would 
be  irue economy. The 
drains the greater part of the 
continent, and its current is as re: 
sistlees as the forces of a cyclone. It cannot 
be controlled by ordinary means, and any 
feasible plan must depend upon the expen- 
diture of hundreds of millions of dollars by 
the government. This is a common sense 
view of the subject; it is a view that ought 
to be entertained by the representatives of 
the people. 

There is another view of this Mississippi 
ba:iness to which we desire to call the atten- 
tion of the esteemed Picavune—and that is 
the attitude of New Orleans with respect 
to its own safety. Some time ago 
Mr. KEilis, of Louisana, endeavored 
to persuade congress to appropriate 
$500,000 of the people’s money to be used in 
preventing the flooding of the city of New 
Orleans. He made this effort at a time when 
the dispatches had announced that the river 
at New Orleans had risen to the high water 
mark of 1574. It was found, however, that 
the dispatches had overstated the danger, and 
therefore Mr. Ellis withdrew his appropria- 
tion resolution. 

it is conceded, however, that the danger 
might have been as great as that described in 

| the ioformation upoa which Mr. Ellis acted. 
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may threaten it again next season. We pre- 

sume the Picayune will acknowledge that this 

is the situation, This being the case, what 

steps are the people of New Orleans taking to 

protect themselves against the dangers of an 

overfiow next season? The people of that 
city are. reasonably rich and prosperous. 

They are at least well-to-do, They 

have ample means to protec! themselves and 

their property against every contingency of 
an overflow, if such protection is possible by 
means of the expenditure of a reasonable 
amount of money. 

It is conceded that there is no danger of 
an overflow at this time, consequently the 
people of New Orleans have ampie Opportu- 
nity to protect themselves against the pdssi- 
ble calamity that the future may have 
in store for them. But are they 
doing anything in this direction? In the 
face of what he supposed to be a great dan- 
ger. Mr. Ellis, of Louisiana, moved aresolu- 
tion appropriating $300,00€ of the people's 
money to be expended in preventi g the 
flooding of New Vrieans. If this amouat of 
money would prevent the floodirg of New 
Orleans why shouid the people of the country 
be called on to cuntribute it? We undertake 
tosay that Atlante, threatened by a great 
danger that could be averted by tLe expen- 
diture of $300,000, would raise that sum 
among her own citizens in a very [ew hours. 
New Orleans is a much pret and a 
more populvus city thaa Atlanta; 
but notwithstanding this fact, her 
representatives are found begzi he govern- 
ment forasum of money tha: her citizens 
ought to be able to raise in ten minutes. 

Sooner or later there must be an end to 
this business, which hasgrown to vicious pro- 
portions. Let New Orleans, now while her 
citizens have the opportuniiy, goto Work 
and protect her own interesis. 

si still a ccaeiaisis 
GEORGIA SHEHP AND THE GEORCIA 
DOG. 

The following paragraph was printed in 
yesterday’s CONSTITUTION: 

A citizen of Pulaski county. writing about dogs, 
Says: Mr. John Pusser last spring turned out 9.0 
sheep and thisspring gathered 300. Mr. John Rogers 
out of 1,700 peuned 1,300, and they attribute the loss 
of nearly all of them to the ravages of dogs. Many 
others have suffered similarly, but I cannot give 
the proximate figures, With such glaring truths 
as the above a voter must be heartless and deficient 
in appreciation of the interest of his section to cast 
a vote for any candidate for representative ino the 
legis'ature who coes not favor the dog law. 

in spite of such outrages as the above, the 
sheep husbandry in Georgia bas more than 
held its own. The census for 1880 -showed 
527,000 sheep in Georgia. The goverument 
report dated Ju'y shows 534,000. 
No animal that walks the earth is equal to 
the sheep in the profits ne yields, in the ease 
with which he is bred raised and the 
enrichment he gives the soil on whic# he is 
husbanded. In ancient days it was the golden 
tieece that tempted the sea-invaders, and in 
our day it is the sheep that is ‘‘golden- 
footed.”’ 

In no state in the union does sheep hus 

bandry pay a surer and higher profit than in 
Georgia. ‘ihere are ranges for sheep in our 
pine barrens that are practically limitless, 
and thousands of acres in our best counties 
of worn cut lands, needing flocks of sheep 
to restore their fertility. ‘The dog is literally 
the only  obs‘acile in the way of 
extensive sheep husbandry in  Geor- 
gia. If a dog law were passed for the 
state, our flocks would double in two years, 
We are aware that there are those who claim 
thatthe hogis quite es destructive to sheep 
asthedog. This must be taken with allow- 
ance. Jn the west sheep and hogs are raised 

in the same sections, and but little complaint 
is made of the hog. It isthe dog—the ‘‘nig- 
ger’s dog’’ especially that ravages the flock, 
Lhe way to get at the dog is by local option. 
That is the short cut. Floyd county has al- 
ready taken advantage of it,and hasa dog 
law that will pay $2,000 into her county treas- 
ury, andrid the couniy of 2,000 worthless 
dogs. It is by local option that whisky has 
been voted out of i #£ four-fifths of 
the counties of the state. It is 
by local option that over forty 
counties have adopted the stock law and 
ruled out fences. Itis by local option that 
the dog law may be enacted in whatever 
county itis wanted. The people of Pulaski 
county caninstrucit their representatives in 

the next legislature to havea dog law passed 

for Palaski, or to have an election ordered in 

Pulaski on a dog law. So can any county in 
the state. And a great number of them 
will. 

Toe local option method is the _ best 
method. It is adaptable, and fits many cases 
where a general siate law would be oppres 

ive. For example, the mountain counties 
and the wire grass counties do not need a 
no-fence jaw. Sucha law would be oppres- 
sive tothem. Butthe counties of middle 
Georgia do need such a law. Under the local 
Option plan each county settles this matter 
for itself, The middle Georgia counties have 
abolished fences, while those counties in 
which timber is plentifal and ranges are 
large, stand as they did before. When they 
need a stock |aw they can vote one and have 
it. So it will be with dogs. Some counties 
will not need a dog law. Others do need it 

Under the local option plan, those that want 
itcan hayeit, Let the Georgia dog havea 
tas.e of “local option,’ and he will make way 
foi the goiden-footed sheep. 
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THE SITUATION AT KHARTOUN. 

If General Gordon desires to leave Khar- 
toum he will neither abandon those in his 
charge nor will he attempt to reach the Congo 
country, as has been suggested. He will 
either descend the Nile to Berber and then 
march across the country to Suakim, or else 
he will go directly east to Kassala and then to 
the sea. The distance to be traversed is about 
400 miles in either case. The Kassala line of 
retreat is perhaps the most feasible, because 
it is in part through a hilly and well watered 
country that is not desperately hot. The 
Arabs have already occupied Shendy on the 
Nile, and a retreat to Berber by such soldiers 
as Gordon has under him would be hazardous, 
but so for that matter would bea march 400 
miles long to Kassala and the sea. 

But Gordon is not going te leave Khartoum. 
He has 5,000 Egyptians under his éommand, 
and arms foras many more. He has plenty 
of ammunition and feed enough to last five 
a xs May the rise of the Nile will 
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undoubtedly understand the real situation ; 
the dispatches purporting to come from Gor- 
don are taken at their real value, and before 
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the Nile subsides or the supply of provisions 
at Khartoum fails there will be British troops 
at Berber, and possibly at Khartoum. Gen- 
eral Gordon has not been abandoned. 
No doubt he would like better troops, 
but he does not want them to 
keep the rag-tag Arabs from capturing 
Khartoum; he wants them to carry the war 
into Africa; he would then be in a position 
to strike terror in the hearts of those who 
have spurned his bribes and propositions. 
Gordon will come out of the Soudan safe and 
sound, barring accidents. He is not a stranger 
in that country, and Mr. Gladstone is the last 
man in the world to leave him to his fate. 
Khartoum can not be captured by spearmen., 
and Gordon will simply wait until help 
reaches bim from Berber way. 


THE GREELY RELIEF EXPEDITION. 

The Bear has already sailed for the regions 
of ice, and the Thetis and Alert will sail 
next week or very soon afterwards. The 
Alert was the gift of the British government, 
and all the vessels are adapted to and fitted 
up fora battle with all the difficulties that 
are encountered in the polar regions. Where 
these vessels will find Lieutenant Greely and 
his party, or whether they will bs found at 
all, is now a problem that millions of people 
are studying and waiting to see so!ved. The 
Greely party consists of twenty-nine men all 
told, detailed from the regular army for duty 
in the signal corps. They were sent to Lady 
Franklin bay in the summer of 1880 to take 
observations ain accordance with a 
foolbardy and fruitless scheme devised by 


the 
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international polar commission. If the 
commander followed his instructions he Icft 
his station in Lady Franklin bay before the 
first day of last September, and the relief 
ships may therefore fiad him at one of the 
supp!y stations on the coast of Grinnell Land 
or at Littleton Island. If the party has 
perished from famine or cold, it is very 
likely that no trace will be found of them; 
for the task of searching beyond Littleton 
Island will be ‘attended with innumerable 
difficulties and dangers. The relief expedi- 
tion sails, however, with every advantage 
that experience can suggest. It goes in time 
to take advantage of every opening in the 
ice fields, every opportunity that the 
short arctic summers may present; 
the cflicers fully understand the task they 
aye undertaken, and the crews have been 
carefully selected. If the Greely party are 
not eisewhere founti, the relief party will 
beyond doubt exhaust every chance before 
they abandon the effort to reach the metereo- 
logical station in Lady Franklin bay. Mil- 
lions of people are wishing them success in 
their brave effort io rescue from the regions 
of cold the men whom the government ina 
moment of weakness sent on a cruel and 
needless mission,

CHOLERA, 

The cholera is epidemic in many ] laces in 
India, and cases have already been reported 
on beard ship in the Red Sea, and also in 
Egypt. This disease ordinarily travels as 
fast as freight or passengers are carried if the 
conditions in the line of its progress are 
favorable for its reception and propagation. 
It will, beyond doubt, gain footholds all 
along the Mediterranean before the summer 
is begun, and then it may be carried to some 
of our ports by any steamer coming this way. 
When once it is started in our coast cities, 
every railroad train can carry itto any town, 
within a week, that invites the dread disease. 
The danger, in other words, is in plain sight, 
and the towns that were  scourged 
in 1873—especially the Tennessee 
towns in the limestone  belt—should 
take good care that the disease be offered no 
invitation this year. Filth and poor drain- 
age and local sanitary troubles are standing 
invitations to the disease to come in and fat- 
tei upon the people of all ages, races and 
conditions. S:reets piled deep with mud; 
slums thatare never inspected, yards that 
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mye never been cleansed ina generation: 
lrains that are not flushed and that are not 
emptied beyond the habitations of people; 
decaying garbage, meat stalls in every block, 
anda general condition that will infest the 
air with foul smells as soon as the sun shines 
ho:—all these things render a city filtby 
and ready to greet cholera’ or any other dis- 
ease inat comes along. Smali towns as well 
a3 lJarze towns are apt tosnuffer in case of a 
cholera epidemic. Our readers will scarcely 
fail to recall the fever scourge of Grenada. 
Mississippi, or the cholera epidemics in the 
small towns of East Tennessee in 1873. Nor 
need Atlanta laugh the cholerain the face. 
Situated as this city is over a thousand feet 
above the sea, with free-stone or granite be- 
neath it, there is no danger of an epidemic if 
the streets and yards are free of filth. No 
false economy should stand in the way of a 
thorough inspection of the city and a very 
thorough enforcement of the health reguila- 
tions. Weare safe if the city is made clean. 


A CORRESPONDENT writing from the Indian Terri- 
tory calls attention to the English and Scotch sur 
names of many Cherokecs. These Indians came 
by their names as honestly as the proudest Anglo 
Saxon in the land. The names of Ross, Adair, 
Vann, MeCoy, Duncan, McLachlan, McNair, and 
others, are household words among the Cherokees.

At the close of the revolutionary war the 
founders of these names among the “herokees were 
proscribed ostracised tories who were compelled 
to abanden home and country. aod who sought 
refuge among the friendly Cherokees, then living 
in Georgia.

‘Yes, when we can get five or six times 
more power per pound of weight than we 
. now get from the best forms of small engines. 

Electricity bas not done that yet. Here is 
the problem.”’ tapping his knee stout)y with 
his fist. ‘‘We want to get electricity from 
coal direct without the intervention of boiler 
and engine. A good many people are at 
work on it, too, I tell you!” 

‘You are not?’ 

‘Ab, I won’t say yet! I won’t say even 
that there is any probability about it—we 
don’t see our way at all toit; butI will say 
it is surely possible. Zinc and other metals 
we can get into electricity at once, but the 
trouble is to do that with coal and carbon. If 
we could, we coulk get six horse power from 
one pound of coa!, while with the boiler and 
steam eigine we get only one horse-power 
from three pounds of coal. We can’t trans- 
mit directly the power of carbon. If we 
could the ocean steamsbip could have all of 
her boiler room and a great part of her coal 
bunkers for cargo, while the motive power 
would not occupy more than half the reom 
at present devoted to the heavy engines. 
Kuormous sums would be saved on construc~ 
tion and the cost of running would be greatly 
reduced.,”’ | 

‘Can not you get power enough by chemi- 
cal electricity to run electric engines?” 

‘“Certainly—get all we want and utilize it.’’ 

“Only ?? 

“Only we can’t feed our engines with 
money. In fact, itismoney we want, and 
for that we want the power. Zinc is just as 
much a combustibie in the battery or jar as 
coalisin the furnace. But coal develops 
seven times as much power as zinc, and zinc 
cost thirty-five times as much as cual, a dif- 
ference in cost per pound of 245, to 1, or 24,- 
o00 per cent.’’ 

“But about the balloon?’ 

“Well, having lightness with power, we 
should only need enough balloon for actual 
liftipg power, aud we would attain a very 
high velocity. You could holda ten horse- 
power motor out in your band, and once in 
the air, with five pounds of coal. could the 
consumption be direct, the little jigger could 
go anywhere. Nobody would want to ascend 
the great heights nhere the air’s resistance to 
the propeller would decrease, bot skim along 
over the trees and houses like a bird above the 
water. The rudders cou'd all be worked, and 
your ballastless balloon could be raised or 
lowered, turned to the right or left, by the 
motor itself, and a boy cenld do «ll the work. 
Such an arrangement could scsrcely do for 
heavy freight, but it could carry passengers 
and mail matter, and express parcels, and 
move readiiy atetghttoone huntired miles 
an hour. If we can solve the power question 
we can do anything.”’—New York Mail and

He said 
the hundred thousand dollars was only a 
small thing in connection with the proposed 
centennial, which ke characterisad as one of 
the grandest things ever contemplated in 
Georgia. Dr. Dickinson might come and sing 
Psalms to Mercer university dead if be 
pleased, but Baptist principles would 
11¥0 forever, and it was to 
revive those principles that the 
centennial was to be held.

Yet they were never 
there and never came out of it. It was for 
the discussion of ali these old times and old 
time principles that the centennial was to be 
held, and the doctor was earnest in his appeal 
te the convention to adopt the report of the

Hewas aa adop- 
ted Georgian, but he had come to love Geor- 
giaand her people, He made some exceed- 
ingly interesting references to & study that 
he made of the ‘Portraits of Georgia 
University,” payipg ) glowlag 
tribute to the honest faces of Mercer, 
Sanders, Thornton and the other grand old 
menwho have gone from this sphere of action 
He urged the importance of raising the $100,-

The Lewe!ll Bamkrupt Biil Glivem a Biaeck Mye in 
Atiasta, 

The passage of the Lowell bankruptcy bill 
by the United States senate suggests again the 
advantage a dishonest debtor may take over 
bis creditor. Yesterday a CoNSTITUTION re- 
por:er was instructed to ascertain the views 
ot the leading business men upon bringing a 
bankruptcy law into existence again. 

The first gentleman accosted by the repor- 
ter was Mr. John Silvey, of the firm of John 
Silvey & Co., wholesale dry goods merchants, 
Decatur street. He said: 

“What do I think of a bankrupt Jaw?’’ 
Weil, I think we bave no need at ail for one, 
Trade is good and heaithy now, but give ita 
bankrupt law aad the bealth of the trade will 
be greatly impaired.” | 

Mr. Moore, of Moore, Marsh & Co., said: 
‘‘There is no need in the world for a bankrupt 
law. The south can’t profit oy it at all. ° 
are getting along finely and don’t want any 
more commercial (so to speak) legislatien. 
When we had a bankrupt law, there 
was less confidence between the debtor 
and creditor than there is now. «It is 
only throwing outatempiation to a man to 
carry more than he can handle. The best 
way tosetilewhen a man gets behind is a 
compromise and not bankruptcy.” 

Mr R. D. Spalding, of the firm of Gram- 
ling, Spalding & Co., said: “Stay laws and 
bankrupt laws have ruined trade. We don’t 
wan't any more of them. Thesouth’s trade has 
a better tone to-day than it has had for years. 
In fact, the death of the old bankrupt law 
was the beginning of the worth of the south’s 
trade. If the east wants a bankrupt law all 
right, but don’t giveus any in the south, if 
you please.” 

Mr. Mark Berry said: ‘“‘No, we don’t want 
any more bankrupt laws. We are doing well 
enough.” 2 

Mr. B. F. Wyly, of the firm of Wyly & 
Green, said: ‘To create a bankrupt law is te 
throw our trade away back again where it 
wes years ago.” . 

Mr. G. T. Dodd expressed himself as radi- 
cally opposed to anything of the kind 

Mr. A. C. Wyly don’t want a bankrupt law 
‘or anything else of the kind. 

Mr. Frank E. Block said: ‘‘A bankrupt law 
properly administered is a good thing, but 
the great trouble is to have it properly ad- 
ministered. Asarale it took all a man had 
when be went into bankrapicy.”’ 

Mr. T. L. Langston’s views were about the 
same as Mr. Block’s, and Mr. Samuel J. Par- 
rott thought likewise,
